A reading from the Epistle to the Hebrews 

The former priests were many in number, because they were 
prevented by death from continuing in office; but he holds his 
priesthood permanently because he continues forever. 
Consequently he is able for all time to save those who 
approach God through him, since he always lives to make 
intercession for them. For it was fitting that we should have 
such a high priest, holy, blameless, undefiled, separated from 
sinners, and exalted above the heavens. Unlike the other high 
priests, he has no need to offer sacrifices day after day, first for 
his own sins, and then for those of the people; this he did once 
for all when he offered himself. For the law appoints as high

O God, whose generosity is unbounded and who wills that we 
should lack no good thing, BLESS THIS BREAD AND THIS 
WINE WITH YOUR HOLY SPIRIT (+) that in receiving them 
into ourselves we may be made whole again, strengthen us 
not merely to hear the truth, but to do it, and be blessed in our 
doing. Through Christ, by whom, and in whom, in the unity 
of the Holy Spirit, all glory and honor are yours, Almighty 
God, world without end. AMEN.
